The tunneling 6f the Hudson River is 
indeed a notable achieVement—one of 
those achievements of which all Amer- 
icans are—as they should be—justly 
proud. The tunnel itself and the great 
bulldings constructed in connection 
therewith, represent a work of extra- 
ordinary magnitude, represent extraer- 
successfully over- 
come, while difficulty and magnitude 
are even surpassed by the usefulness 
of the achievement. The whole system 
is practically below tidal water and 
this makes it much the greatest sub- 
aqueous tunnel in the world. It is a 
bigger undertaking than any Alpine 
tunne! which has yet been constructed, 
and the successful completion repre- 
sents the moving of New Jersey bodily 
three miles nearer New York in point 
of time, and immensely increases the 
ease of access from one State to the 
other. All the engineers and business 
men who have taken part in bringing 
this great achievement to a successful 
conclusion ought to be most heartily 
congratulated.

Sir Edward Grey, foreign secretary, 
made a statement in the House of 
Commons on this subject, and Lord 
Fitsamaurice, under foreign secretary, 
did likewise in the House of Lords, 
the gist of both statements being that 
because of the Porte’s obduracy, mat - 
ters had reached a critical pass; that 
the government deprecated any iso- 
lated action, but was doing its utmost 
to preserve the concert of powers, and 
press Turkey to an acceptance of the 
reforms. 

Sir Edward Grey said that in discus- 
sing the Macedonian question, the gov- 
ernment was not far from the Turkish 
question, which more than once had 
led to a European war.

BRITISH WAR ESTIMATES. 


Amount Called for Is $3,000,000 Greater 
‘Than Last Year—Little Hope of 
its Reduction. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 
LONDON, Feb. 24.--The estimates 
for the British defense forces for the 
current year, which have been issued, 
will disappoint the péace party, for in- 
stead of showing a reduction, as they 
had hoped for, the combined estimates 
for the army and navy show an in- 
crease of $3,000,000 without apparently 
any prorpect of considerable diminu- 

tion in the future. 

Lord Tweednduth, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, explains outright that the 
future programme of Great Britain will 
depend upon whether foreign powers 
increase their naval forces, since the 
government has every intention of 
maintaining the standard of the Brftish 
navy which has hitherto been deemed 
necessary for the safeguarding of im- 


perial interests. 


The War Secretary says in a similar 

statement, regarding the army: “Look- 
ing to the future, I am convinced it — 
impossible to make further diminutions 
in the army expenditures on a consid- 
erable scale unless we first reduce the 
number of troops serving abroad.

Within its por- 
tals were entertained the Franciscan 
padres when they visited the town on 
their rounds, and the lady of. the 
manor was one of the most devoted 
daughters of the church. 

Juan Feliz died without other issue 
and when his widow passed away sho 
left all her property to her daughter, 
Sefiora Romero. This property in- 
cluded a large part of the Verdugo 
Rancho, all of Los Feliz Rancho and 
much property in the heart of Los 
Angeles. The land, at the present day, 
is worth millions of dollars. 

Sefiora Romero was the lady bounti- 
ful of the pueblo, and day after day 
used to make the rounds of the netgh- 
boring ranches, distributing provisions 
and delicacies and epreading cheer- 
fulness as she went. 

Her mode of travel in the old days 
was by ox cart, and her two oxen, 
dragging their heavy two-wheeled ve. 
hicle, were common sigRts on the 
roads. She knew every family by 
name and the least rumor of misfor- 
tune coming to any of them was sure 
to result in a visit from her.

The wreck was caused 
by a broken rail. A piece of the rail has been pre- 
served and a few fragments further on, but, as a 
facetious Portland reporter puts it, there is an inter- 
regnum gone, and while the relic hunters stole the 
interregnum all the railroad officials have to present 


It is declared that the original 
break was in the part of the rail that has. disap- 
peared and the missing section holds the secret as 
to whether the break was caused by an old fracture 
or not. 

It puzzies ordinary people to explain what satis- 
faction a bit of old iron can give to any right-minded 
person. It is easy to understand that collecting 
stamps can be made a pastime; not so much can be 
said in favor of spoons, but no sane person with the 
exception of a junk dealer would hoard a battered 
bar of fron simply because it has blood upon it. 

The craze for collecting is an ancient one on this 
continent as well as in other parts of the world. The 
original “native sons” had an unpleasant habit of 
taking scalps as souvenirs. In other portions of the 
globe ears, tongues and teeth have been looked upon 
as most desirable adornments. But nobody wants 
to wear a plece of old iron, while as a drawing-room 
“knicknack” it is as out of place as a Mexican cholo 
would be among the Los Angeles “four hundred,” 
who are to attend the banquet to the officers of the 
battleship fleet.

STEAM FIRE ENGINE TESTS IN 
SANTA MONICA. 


— — 


Two Powerful Streams Are Thrown 
from a Four-inch Conduit—Council 
Will Ask Voters to Authorize le- 
suance ef Gonds for Addition to 
Town's Fire-Fighting Equipment. 


SANTA MONICA, Feb. 25.—The first 
steam fire engine ever operated in con- 
nection with the Santa Monica water 
mains was tested here today. It was 
brought over from Los Angeles by Fire 
Chief Lips and a crew of operatives, at 
the request of the City Council. It 
was proposed to vote bonds for the pur- 
chase of a couple of fire engines and 
the argument was advanced that there 
was not enough water in the mains to 
give an engine anything to do.

WARNS WATER USERS.

LONG BEACH, Feb. 25.—City Health 
Officer Joges today sent out warning 
to all people on the east side of the 
city who use water supplied by the 
Alamitos Company to take needful 
precaution against possible bad effects 
during the next few days. The water 
company is placing several miles of 
new castiron pipe and as a result 
many “dead ends“ in the old system 
are discharging the deposits of years 
into the mains.

SA PEDRO, Feb. 2.—Complaint 
was made today to the Board of City 
Trustees, by the War Department, 
through Capt. Amos A. Fries, United 
States engineer in charge, protesting 
against the deposit in the inner har- 
bor of the storm water of the city of 
San Pedro, stating that the débris 
seriously shoaled the harbor. The com- 
munication says: 
“Co .plaint was recently made to the 
engineer's office in Los Angeles that 
the depth of the inner harbor has 
shoaled considerably just south of 
Fifth street. Investigation shows that 
this shoaling has taken place just op- 
posite the mouth of the city’s storm 
drain. The area at that point w 
dredged in December, 1905, to a 
of twenty-five and a half feet. This 
has since shoaled from that depth 0 
sixteen and a haif feet, near the pier 
head line. In all, the fill that has taken 
— amounts to about 500 cubic yar 18. 
his is undoubtedly due to sand 4nd 
material brought down by storm wa- 
ters through the city drain. Under 
the United States Rivers and Harbors 
Act. approved March 3, 1899, the pro- 
visions thereof cover just such deposits 
of material in navigable waters of the 
United States, and prescribe penalties. 
It is therefore requested that steps be 
taken to effect removal of shoal and 
prevent same in future.” 
The maximum penalty prescribed is 
a fiz.c of $2500 or imprisonment for one 
year, or both. During a discussion of 
the communication of Capt. Fries, 
City Attorney Whitman claimed that 
the work of taking care of the débris 
complained of. is up to the Southern 
Pacific instead of to the city of San 
Pedro, as the storm water of the city 
at the foot of Fifth street is delivered 
to that corporation. The complaint 
was finally referred to the City Attor- 
ney and City Engineer. Apparently 
some one will have to build a settling 
tank arid provide for caring for débris 
at the foot of Fifth street if a con- 
flict with Uncle Sam iz to be avoided. 


HARBC . CITY DRIFT. 


Vigorous complaint was made to the 
Board of City Trustees by Laurence 
Byrnes and ther property owners on 
Fourth street, concerning the sanitary 
conditions and methods employed in 
the Lucas undertaking parlors.
